Hodgdon Announces 
Additional Planks 

Editor, Newton Graphic: 

Last week I submitted five 
planks of my platform to the 
electorate of our city. Now, In 
fhe furtherance of my campaign 
to be elected Mayor of Newton, 
I take this means to announce 
four more planks for your ap- 
proval of the voters and tax- 
payers of Newton. They are: 

6. Consolidation of the duties 
and responsibilities of the office 
of Director of Public Works, with 
those of the Engineering Depart- 
ment, Street Department and 
Water Department. This, would 
make one compact department 
with one executive head. It 
would be named the Public Works 
Department and the executive in 
charge would be solely and ab- 
solutely in control and command 
of the entire department and all 
the department’s employees.

Elimination of the Munici- 
pal Research Library in its en- 
tirety. 

As the campaign progresses, 
other planks will evolve from the 
issues and I will announce them 
publicly to our citizens. 

10. A steadfast adherence to 
a program of common-sense 
economy; but, not at the expense 
of human or civil rights. As 
Mayor, I will consider it my 
bounden duty, when deciding on 
city expenditures, to ask myself 
this question: Do our taxpay- 
ers want us to spend their money 
in this manner? To continue this 
line of reasoning, it might be 
well, at this time, for our tax- 
payers and voters to ask them- 
selves the following question: 
Can we afford another two years 
of Mayor Lockwood? 

11. A definite promise never to 
allow the use of the Mayor’s 
office, directly, or by .implication, 
in the furtherance of any pro- 
motional plan or venture of 
profit-seekers, such as the pre- 
viously proposed sports arena at 
Auburndale, or the business de- 
velopment presently proposed 
for construction on the site of 
the Mason School in N^Wton 
Centre. 

12. Immediate correction of j 
the endangerments to our secur- 
ity and health that currently 
exist at the Pine Street Dump 
and Brannens Brook in West 
Newton. Our present Mayor and 
his Board of Aldermen can waste 
the taxpayers money on a re- 
search library, but, for some un- 
defined reason, are unable to 
eradicate the ever present dan- 
ger of a serious conflagration 
because necessary fire apparatus 
may be tied down fighting a 
dump fire. If Brannens Brook, 
which is the health part of this 
problem, has not been cleaned 
for 20 years, as alleged, is it 
time, in these days of polio epi- 
demics, for some responsible city 
official to take an active interest 
in eliminating this danger to our 
collective health? 

13. A mandatory rule, perhaps, 
it should be an ordinance, to 
limit the use of the city inciner- 
ator at Newton Highlands, to 
the burning of combustibles 
from the City of Newton only. 
This would go a long ways to 
clean up the Pine Street Dump 
situation by making room for 
the burning of that dump’s burn- 
able piaterial, by preventing the 
use of the incinerator’s facilities 
by Brookline and other towns and 
cities, if any. 

As my campaign for Mayor of 
Newton is largely based on the 
planks of my platform which I 
hove submitted, and those which 
will follow, in the columns of 
this newspaper, I would be most 
ungrateful if I did not thank 
the editor for this privilege. I 
do this now, and most sincerely.

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News From the 
State House 

By HELEN L. RING 
The Massachusetts legislature 
has ended its session for the 
year of 194P. It is the first time 
In the history the legislature re- 
mained in session so long. Many 
reasons are given for the late- 
ness of proroguing. First they 
started late (three weeks later 
than usual) and second debates 
were lengthy. Every legislator 
has a chance to say his piece. 
Since Calvin Coolidge’s admin- 
istration the supplementary bud- 
get has never been printed. The 
legislative leaders explained 
that there was no need to print 
the budget because of waste in 
money and labor and legislators 
know what they voted for be- 
fore the budget conies up for 
enactment. This year since the 
budget was extremely large, the 
largest in the history of the 
State, many loud objections were 
heard from the public because 
they could not get a copy of 
the budget. This year’s supplem- 
entary budget contains 122 pages 
and will be printed at the close 
of the session. Any one wish- 
ing to reecive a copy of the en- 
acted budget may write or call 
the State House. 

After a stormy session the 
supplementary budget was past 
to be engrossed Wednesday 
afternoon In the Senate, sent 
immediately to the House for 
action and returned to the Sen- 
ate late Wednesday night for 
enactment. * It was feared that 
prorogation would be halted be- 
cause of the controversy over the 
amendment offered by Senator 
Furbush. Republican of Wal- 
tham on the measure to study 
blood pressure sponsored by 
Rep. Paul A. McCarthy, Demo- 
crat of Somerville to reduce the 
amount asked in the budget 
$100,000 to $5,000 which the re- 
publicans thought was ample 
enough for study. Rep. McCar- 
thy said he would fight to re- 
store $100,000 if the amendment 
for $5,000 was passed. However, 
the amendment was rejected 
after a committee conference. 
An amendment offered by Sen. 
Harris Richardson, Republican, 
of Winchester, to reduce the 
amount from $50,000 to $10,000 
for a commission to study the 
cash sickness benefits fund in 
this state was passed. Sen. Rich- 
ardson stated that he smelled a 
triD to California for this com- 
mission and the commission 
would do very well by going to 
New York to study there laws 
instead. The Republicans bolted, 
refused to vote for the budget. 
Sen. Richardson openly stated 
that the budget was a balloon 
budget the people of the state 
are getting kind of sick of pay- 
ing taxes. He protested vigor- 
ously in a caustic attack upon 
the Democratic administration. 
He said "that the people were 
being slugged with this budget 
worse than they had ever been 
slugged before.” He continued 
to say that he would not vote 
for the budget and will answer 
to his name as present. An 
amendment to reduce the budget 
by 5 per cent which would save 
about $6,000,000 was defeated. 
The supplementary budget was 
given a final approval after 
scrutinization by both parties 
sent to the Governor late last 
night for his signature. The 
total amount is $22,420,897. 

Last year the legislature in- 
creased their salaries by $500. 
This year a bill sponsored by 
Rep. Kenneth Sanderson, Repub- 
lican, Marbelhead to increase the 
salaries of the state solons by 
j $1,000. None of the legislators 
i protested as they usually do by 
' grabbing the mike. It went 
J through without debate in both 
i branches. They now receive $3,- 
750 a year plus expenses. They 
; also put through a pension sys- 
tem for themselves. After they 
are in the public service for six 
! years and reaching the age of 
65 they would become eligible 
for annuities of $3,000 on an av- 
erage. They must pay five per 
cent of their salaries to collect 
their pensions. Generous in- 
, creased salaries were given to 
i several state officials. The judges 
of the Land 'Court from $12,500 
to $14,500, one of whom Is Judge 
Patrick J. Courtney of Newton. 
Executive Council members 
were given a $1,000 raise. Now 
receiving $3,000 a year. Bank 
Gjmmissioner Donovan from 
$8,500 to $12,000. MDC Commis- 
sioner W’. T. Morrissey from 
$9,500 to $15,000. Commissioner 
of Public Works. Willima Cal- 
lahn from $9,500 to $15,000. Ex- 
penses $1,875 to be paid to the 
Democratic and Republican floor 
leaders and Chairman of Senate 
and House Ways and Means and 
the Clerk. Sen. Lee offered 
amendment to raise it to $500, 
to the Chairman $100 and to the 
clerk $50.00. It was defeated. 
The bill to provide for the Im- 
mediate payment to cities and 
towns of the corporate franchise 
taxes fc/r the years 1943 1946 was 
enacted. The amount to be dis- 
tributed is $1,604,059.43. A roll 
call was taken 100-32. Rep. Raw- 
son and Rep. John S. Whlttemore 
voted for the enactment of the 
bill. Rep. Howard Whitmore, Jr. 
opposed the err-tment.

ments, levels, designs, estimates 
and plans pertaining to the 
streets, drains, sewers, water- 
works, bridges and lands of the 
City." Mr. Robinson had the fol- 
lowing to say: 

The City of Newton, known as 
the Garden City, is maimy a resi- 
dential community throughout ; 
the eleven villages the City is di- 
vided into, each requiring mu- 
nicipal services of the most mod- 
ern kind. From 1915, when I join- 
ed the staff of the Engineering 
Department, the population was 
about 43,000. It is now estimated 
at over 80,000. 

The Engineering Department is 
responsible for all the engineer- 
ing for all the city departments 
and makes all plans, studies, etc. 
required by the Mayor or the 
Board of Aldermen for any mu- 
nicipal purposes. 

| Some of the engineering serv- 
ices for the City departments arc 
listed as follows:

Question — What outstanding 
I construction work done by City 


as regards athletic grounds? 
j Answer — Claflin Field is one 
of the finest high school athletic 
, layouts with baseball diamond 
land backstop, 2 baseball practic 
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fields, 3 bootball practice fields, 
2 volley ball courts, 3 girls’ soft- 
ball fields, 3 girls’ soccer and 
hockey fields, archery range, 5 
clay tennis courts, 4 cork. asphalt 
tennis courts (to be used also for 
ice hockey), 1 hockey rink— board 
sections, 1-4 mile ctndrr track 
with 220 yard straightaway, foot- 
ball field, stadium, wooden stands 
and temporary bleachers. 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT: 

Contour pirns showing all pub- 
lic utilities in adjacent street, and 
contours of play areas in connec- 
tion with the school lot with 
original contours for architect to 
plan new school, library, etc. 
HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT:

1. Betterment streets have 2U 
inch Bituminous concrete surface 
roadway with proper drainage, 
gravel, sidewalks, loam borders, 
cement concrete curbing entire 
length of street, street signs, 
stone bounds, ect. 

2. Public streets requiring re- 
construction are built of air- 
entrained concrete 8 or 8-inch 
depht, 2 1-4 inch or 5-inch Bitu- 
minous concrete thickness with 
proper drainage, 12-inch gravel 
foundation and whatever curb- 
ings are necessary at fundings 
and intersections to make a mod- 
ern highway according to traffic 
requirements of each particular 
street. 

Question — What is this air- 
entrained concrete used in high- 
way construction? 

Answer — Air-entrained con- 
crete is concrete into which Darex 
A.E.A. is introduced so ns to seal 
up the pockets left by the action 
of regular concrete from, finish- 
ing the surface. On tests of some

Bituminous concrete is an as- 
phaltic mixture of asphalt with 
coarst aggregate (stone* graded, 
fine or sand, and mineral filler 
and produces what is generally 
called "black top job." 

In both the cement concrete 
and bituminous work th^ mix is 
continually tested at the plants 
and after it is laid field samples 
are taken to make sure lhat the 
proper compaction has been ob- 
tained. 

The construction ot all public- 
works require much detail study 
by the Engineering Department 
as regards street lines and cal- 
culations of same, levels for de- 
termining grades of center lines, 
gutt?r lines, large intersections 


of streets, curbings, setting grade 
stakes and spikes and furnishing 
grade sheets for the -nspretors. 

Sewer construction requires a 
design as to size required by the 
number of people served in the 
district in question with surveys 
for locations of casements neces- 
sary for outlets and ever the 
streets in which the streets are 
sewered. Levels are taken for 
profiles and construction plans 
arc made with estimates, con- 
tracts and specifications for the 
finished job. On all construction 
work the contracts are built 
under the resident supervision of 
an Inspector from the Engineer- 
ing Department. 

Sewer assessments are levied 
on the abutter at the rate of 
thirty cents a foot frontage and 
three cents per square foot on 
the area of eacli Jot to a depth of 
125 feet If the land can bo served 
by the sewer at a 2 per cent rate 
from the invert grade of the sew- 
er. About 50 per cent c f sewer 
is taken care of by the City. 

Betterment assessments are 
levied at the rate of five dollars 
per linear foot and if the cost of 
construction is in excess of this 
amount, the jost is taken care of 
by the City. The abutter pays for 
one-half the cast of street. 
ENGINEERING DEPT. OFFICE 

The office engineers answer all 
kinds of questions from the pub 
lie daily on lot dimensions, zon- 
ing requirements for subdivi- 
sions. sewer and betterment as- 
sessments, record data on street 
lines, etc., assign record street 
numoers for new buildings, data 
on public works pertaining to 
public utilities such as gas, elec- 
tric, telephone, etc., and other 
services too numerous to men- 
tion. 

On file in the department are 
approximately 40,000 plans cover- 
ing public woiks plaus and the 
records of streets, sewe-s water- 
works, land plans, eic . 

There are also on flic 1700 note- 
books covering surveys of all 
kinds, levels, grades, water and 
sewer records, etc., together with 
37 index books, 200 calculation 
books, 1500 profiles and 25 dis- 
trict plans at 40 feet to an inch 
covering the entire city. The de- 
partment owns four station wag- 
ons, four sedans, one coupe; also 
large blueprinting depa r tment. 

Most of the printing required 
by the various city departments 
covering reports of all kinds, spe- 
cial work, contracts, specifica- 
tions, studies, dockets for the 
Board of Aldermen and commit- 
tees. 

Photostat work is also done 
when required for many depart- 
ments. 

Question — What outstanding 
work did the Engineering Depart- 
ment have charge of the past 
year? 

Answer— The outstanding work 
done by the Engineering Depart- 
ment during the past year was 
the construction of the Veterans’ 
Housing Project, completing the 
design of the site by Willard S. 
Pratt, our present Director of 
Public Works, and consisted of 
the following features:

1. Making contract plans (76 
sheets) and specifications. 

2. Grading the entire site of 
128 acres. 

3. Building an outfall sewer of 
approximately a mile and a half 
in length. 

4. Building four and one half 
miles of streets and footways 
with proper sewers, drains, curb- 
ings, loam borders, setting out 
trees, installing water, sewer and 
gas services to the 412 houses 
built on the project. 

5. To obtain some idea of the 
size of the project, the above 
work cost approximately one mil- 
lion and a half dollars. 

During 1948 the department 
was responsible for carrying out 
some thirty contracts of various 
kinds on the public works of the 
City amounting to $600,000. 

Last year, 1918, the Engineer- 
ing Department had a maximum 
number of fifty engineers com- 
posed of rodmen, transltmen, 
chiefs of party, inspectors, drafts- 
men, construction cqgineers, de- 
signing and office engineers, title 
clerk, principal clerk, assistant 
clerk and two niultilith operators. 
Due to the Veterans’ Housing 
Project and an extensive b ghway 
construction program, the regu- 
lar engineering staff was en- 
larged considerably. 

Question — What other duties 
does the City Engineer perform? 

Answer — The City Engineer is 
also a member ex-officio of the 
Newton Planning Board an., acts 
as Clerk and also as a technical 
advisor on engineering matters. 

The Planning Board acting as 
a Board of Survey passes upon 
the opening of private ways for 
public use, approving, modifying 
and approving, or disapproving 
the layout of such ways as to 
location, alignment, grade and 
drainage. 

In 1947 the City of Newton 
passed an ordinance, No. 173, 
stating all streets or ways here- 
after constructed on private land 
by owners thereof shall be, con- 
structed only under the super- 
vision of the City Engineer and 
shall not be constructed until a 
bond of a corporate surety au- 
thorized to do business under the 
laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts has been furn- 
ished the City of Newton. 

Question — What are some of 
the interesting statistics of the 
City? 

Answer — Founded 1630; in- 
corporated a town 1688; a city 
1873. Population, estimated over 
80,000. 

Railroad stations, 12, school 
houses, 30; churches, 45; houses, 
17,127; villages, 11; post ojees, 
10; city infirmaries, 1; city gar- 
ages, 1; fire stations, 10; police 
stations, 1; court houses, 1; state 
armories, 1; water works pump- 
ing stations. 2; highway stables, 
3; playgrounds, 33. 

Libraries: 1 main library; 1 
boys’ and girls’ library (in sep- 
arate building); 10 branch libra- 
ries, 6 in City owned buildings, 
3 in City school buildings; 1 in 
rented quarters.

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Expect All But Two Floors 
Of New Wing Of Hospital 
To Be Beady Early Next Year 


According to a statement just 
released by John M. Powell, 
President of Newton • Wellesley 
Hospital, it is expected that the 
entire new seven-story wing will 
be completed and that all but 
the top two floors will be in 
readiness for use sometime dur- 
ing the early part of 1950. 

The completion for use of the 
top two floors will be held in 
abeyance for some two or three 
years when it is expected that 
government funds in the amount 
of $250,000 will be available. 

According to present building 
costs, the total cost is estimated 
to be $2,258,000, making the total 


cost above the anticipated gov- 
ernment fund $2,008,000. 

Of this total, all but $95,000 
has been pledged, and of that 
remaining amount a large per- 
centage has been tentatively 
underwritten, final confirmation 
waiting in some cases for return 
from vacation, in others because 
of illness, and in still others 
for an indication of the financial 
results for the year. 

Of the funds raised, over 
$1,400,000 resulted from the cam- 
paign held in 1945-46 and over 
a half million has resulted from 
the clean-up campaign which 
was held in the spring of this 
year.

Because there appears to be 
a considerable variance of opin- 
ion as to the adequacy of the 
storm drains here as a result 
of conditions which occurred 
during the storm of August 31, 
Willard S. Pratt, director of 
Public Works this week released 
a comprehensive explanation of 
what caused the system to over- 
flow in several sections of the 
city. Mr. Pratt stated: 

"Since there is considerable 1 
misinformation regarding the 
handling of the cloudburst that 
occurred during the night of 
August 31, between midnight 
and seven o’clock, I feel it my j 
responsibility to give a few facts j 
concerning this. 

‘In the first place, storm 
drains are designed to carry 
above-average rain falls, but not 
to carry abnormal storms. If 
systems were designed to carry 
maximum conditions that might 
occur, the systems would be so 
large that it would be impossible 
to locate other pipes within the 
confines of the streets, and the 
cost would be so great that it 
would be prohibitive. The basic 
factor on which the flow and 
size of pipes is computed is upon 
tw’o inches of rain falling in a 
period of one hour. This condi- 
tion, over a long period of time, 
is very seldom exceeded. How- 
ever, there are many times when 
a flash storm occurs in which the 
rate of fall is considerably in 
excess of this amount, but be- 
cause of the short duration does 
not cause any great amount of 
trouble. However, in the storm 
the other night, betw’een the 
hours of four and five o’clock.

"There are some cases in the 
City where the pressure of the

"The present city administra- 
tion is idly dreaming of the old 
adage "Thar’s gold in them thar 
hills” forgetting that in between 
the "lush and flush” days of the 
past 18 months there is an in-be- 
tween Newton homeowner, tax- 
payer and rent payer who has 
built his home or settled in New- 


ton to enjoy the comforts of a 
well administered municipality, 
Mr. Mayor, there is only so much 
"gold” the citizens of Newton 
can give you to spend. In New- 
ton my "49ers” cannot "dig it” 
nor "pan it" in Newton whether 
it be on West Newton hill, Chest- 
nut hill or the banks of the 
Charles River, much less from 
other streams and brooks in all 
the Newtons. Whether they are 
successful business men, in or 
out of town; workers in our in- 
dustrial plants and stores or 
commuters daily to employment 
in surrounding cities and towns 
they earn their "gold”— salary or 
weekly wage, I mean, producing 
the real or personal property 
goods that all of us need. If 
their tax bills represent the 
"lush and flush" administration 
you have given them they will 
fully understand what I call an 
"off-limits” stopgap that I pro- 
pose to adopt as mayor even in 
your own office. ’Tis said in every 
successful business organization 
the efficiency and personality of 
the "tops” is reflected down 
through the administration even 
to the lowliest worker. I have 
enjoyed that experience in my 
two-score years of business suc- 
cess. 

"I think I k^unv and appreciate 
that you modern "49ers" have 
"pulled yourselves up by the 
bootstraps” and desire to give 
recognition and reward to a simi- 
lar person. I am proud to be the

even longer before the n^w drugs 
are available in sufficient quan- 
tity, conquest of the disease that 
wracks hundreds of thousands of 
New England people now lies be- 
fore us.” 

Dr. Waine, who makes his home 
at 238 Chestnut street, West New- 
ton .with his wife and children, 
came to the United States in 1931 
as an exchange student at Co- 
lumbia University. The following 
year he returned to Germany to 
become foreign editor of the Ber- 
liner Kreuzeitung.

afloat until David and Mr. 
Walsh arrived and pulled the 
pair from the well. 

The three victims were rushed 
to the New London Hospital and 
treated for shock and immersion. 
Latest reports are that Mr. and 
Mrs. Dumont and son are nearly 
recovered. 

David is the son of M. and Mrs. 
C. David Gordon of 35 Lindbergh 
avenue, West Newton, t nd will 
be a junior at Newton High 
school this year. 


“The first call that came to 
the Street Department was at 
one-thirty in the morning from 
the police, and concerned a 
large limb that had blown off a 
tree and they wished it to be 
pulled out of the street and dis- 
posed of. Soon after that calls 
started to come in from citizens 
as well as the Police Depart- 
ment, regarding serious drain- 
age problems. The Street De- 
partment immediately alerted 
men in every division and by 
shortly after two o’clock these 
men were assigned to various 
localities. The Police Depart- 
ment was requested to give us 
the locations that were in the 
most dire need. The first location 
visited was at Lowell avenue 
near Highland street where cars 
were stalled and the street 
blocked so that the Fire Depart- 
ment or any other emergency 
vehicle would be unable to pass 
through. This was cleared, and 
then as fast as possible other 
locations were visited. By eight- 
thirty in the morning practically 
all of the locations had been 
visited and the water had re- 
ceded to normal conditions. 

“Not only was the rainfall ex- 
cessive but there were other 
factors which aggravated the 
situation and made it much 
more severe than if circum- 
stances preceding the event had 
been normal. Due to the ex- 
tended draught, practically all 
grass surfaces were hard packed 
and thoroughly dried, with most 
of the grass dead, so that the 
run off was terrifically rapid and 
the loam, which was completely 
dry, and dusty, washed into the 
streets. Wherever there was no 
grass, the top soil was so dry 
that the rush of water erroded 
it away with the run off. Also, 
the latter part of last week we 
had a slight wind storm which 
blew a considerable amount of 
small branches and leaves which 
were dry as a result of the re- 
cent draught. Even though the 
street sweepers and cleaning de- 
partments had been operating 
at a maximum efficiency, it was 
impossible to clear up this con- 
dition before this storm arrived. 
These leaves, twigs and earth 
washings immediately rushed 
into the basins and in some 
cases filled them so that it was 
impossible for the water to get 
in. If this had occurred during 
the daytime, many of the citi- 
zens would have assisted us in 
clearing the basins, however, as 
it happened in the middle of the 
night it was a burden on the 
Street Department men to keep 
the se basins clear. Since there 
are over 6,000 basins throughout 
the City it was an impossible 
task to visit each location. 

“Locations where difficulties 
occurred are being studied and 
recommendations will be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Aider- 
men at the next meeting. How- 
ever, whenever a storm occurs 
of this proportion, extending 
over as long a period of time, 
difficulties will still be experi- 
enced.

mssioner sufficient security for 
restoring such street to a condi- 
tion which shall be satisfactory 
to said commissioner, and for 
keeping the street in such condi- 
tion for six months after the 
completion of the work.” It must 
be apparent to our citizens and 
taxpayers that most of our dug- 
up streets have not been testored 
to a satisfactory condition. Not 
only do the* public utility com- 
panies and private contractors 
leave them in a deplorably dan- 
gerous condition, but our own 
executive departments leave 
them in the same state of dis- 
repair. It is plainly evident that 
the first plank of my platform 
can be most appropriately ap- 
plied to the management of the 
office of Director of Public Works 
and to the office of Street Com- 
missioner. This plank reads: ‘The 
complete restoration of respon- 
sibility and courtesy to the May- 
or’s office and to all departments 
of our city government. Section 
.31, quoted above, specifically 
points to the responsibility for 
restoring these streets. When I 
am Mayor, they will be testored, 
or we will be forced to change de- 
partment heads.’ 

15. A rational revision of the 
traffic regulations of the City of 
Newton, including Section 10 of 
Article V of the Revised Ordin- 
ances of 1939, which calls for ‘No 
all night parking.’ This section 10 
illogically determines that four 
hours of the early morning con- 
stitutes a matter oi time that can 
be called ‘All Night.

Sleep and Rest

Prolong- 
ed inability to sleep can be the 
sign of a serious illnes;; and the 
doctor might detect unsuspected 
disease or infection.

The Division of Equipment lo- 
cated at Crafts street, Newton- 
ville, Is headed by a superintend 
ent and 22 metffianics and other 
personnel.

At Crafts Street, Newtonville, 
is located our Division A head- 
quarters. This Division provides 
maintenance services in Newton, 
Nonantum, Newtonvllle and that 
portion of Newton Centre and 
Chestnut Hill north of Common- 
wealth Avenue. In addition to 
maintenance of some 90 miles of 
streets, experienced crews in road 
construction operate from this 
Division. The personnel includes 
Division Foreman, two Fore- 
men-Inspectors, 1 clerk and 98

workmen. 

Division B located on Auburn- 
dale Avenue in West Newton pro- 
vides maintenance services in 
West Newton, Auburndale, New- 
ton Lower Falls and that portion 
of Waban west of Chestnut 
Street. This Division in addition 
to maintenance in a District of 
over 90 miles of streets, handles 
the collection of ashes and papers 
throughout the City and opera- 
tion of the Incinerator in Newton 
Highlands.

1 clerk, and 120 Working Fore- 
men, Laborers, Mechanics and 
other skilled workmen. 

Division C is located at Elliot

“"‘'j Lead in New Book 

and Captain Orselli, of tile Italian 
liner Vesuvio, laid his hand on 
the shoulder of Fr. Stephen Fer- 
moyle.

Starting in the September is- 
sue of Cosmopolitan magazine, 
"The Cardinal” follows the ca- 
reer of Stephen Fermoyle as a 
parish priest, as personal sec- 
retary to a prelate, as an aide in 
the Vatican secretariat and, fi- 
nally, as a prince of the* Church.

The novel is illustrated with 
a painting of the Cathedral of 
the Holy Cross In Boston, by 
Alex Ross. 

"The Cardinal” Is not a re- 
ligiqus book any more than "The 
Citadel" was a medical book. 
It is lusty and hard-boiled when 
Stephen’s priestly duties and his 
obligations toward his family 
draw him into the worldliest of 
atmospheres. The author writes 
of religious things only to make 
the reader feel the great spiritu- 
al force which motivates the man 
Fermoyle in his encounters with 
the world.

Newton Family Service Bureau 
loins "Family Closeup" Series 


In a nation-wide effort to give 
the public greater insight Into 
the causes of family discord and 
suggest where closc-at-hand pro- 
fessional help is available, Station 
WCOP and the Family Service 
Bureau of Newton, a Red Feather 
Service of the Newton Communi- 
ty Chest, will join family service 
agencies and American Broad- 
casting affiliates throughout the 
country in presenting "Family 
Closeup,” a documentary radio 
series, starting Sunday, Septem- 
ber 11. 

The half-hour dramatized pro- 
grams will be heard over station 
WCOP for 13 weeks each Sunday 
from 5:00 to 5:30 p.m. 

Described as "a candid search 
of the tensions in American 
homes,” the program will be 
created from the real life stories 
of everyday families, with names 
and situations disguised to pro- 
tect identities. 

The series is sponsored nation- 
ally by the Public Affairs Depart- 
ment of the American Broadcast- 
ing Company and the Family 
Service Association of America. 
Family Service Agencies and ABC 
stations in more than 200 cities 
are cooperating in the public in- 
terest to present the broadcasts. 

"Family Closeup” had a suc- 
cessful trial run over Station 
WJZ, New York. Early thisyear, 
ABC aired 10 programs under 
that title over WJZ In coopera- 
tion with Jewish Family Service, 
a member agency of Family Serv- 
ice Association of America in 
New York City. The broadcasts 
received such praise from New 
York radio critics and listeners 
that ABC offered to extend them 
throughout the country in cooper- 
ation with the national family 
service organization and its mem- 
bers in each community. 

John Crosby, radio reviewer for 
the New York Herald-Tribune, 
praising "F • Closeup” for Its 
candid trea of family prob- 

lems, decla. "Even if these 
arc not your problems, they’ll 
teach you a lot about people in 
general.” 

Harriet Van Horne, radio and 
television editor of the New York 
World-Telegram called the pro- 
grams a "public service in the 
best sense.” 

John Horn, radio columnist of 
the former New York Star, de- 
scribed "Family Closeup” as a 
series of poignant, human, docu- 
mented dramatizations of real- 
life stories stressing, family prob- 
lems that can be solved, or at 
least aided, by existing social 
agencies. "A heartening thing 
about these social documen- 
taries,” he said, "is that they are 
dramas taken directly from the 
experience of life but skillfully 
woven into professional entertain- 
ment form. The program, like 
life, does not havo a Hollywood 
theme, but it shines with heart- 
warming sincerity and integrity.” 

When "Family Closeup” is 
heard here and in other cities 
starting September 11, it will 
again have the talents of the 
two men who contributed most 
to its success in its New York 
debut — Abram S. Ginnes, veteran 
radio writer whose deep insight 
into the actions and feelings of 
people is sharpened by his early 
experience as social worker and 
editor, and Martin Andrews, 
director of many widely-praised 
ABC documentary programs. 
They will continue as script 
writer and director for the new 
series. 

The initial broadcast on Sep- 
tember 11 will picture the story 


of a little girl "who feared to go 
to school” and the anxieties and 
tensions in the family which pro- 
duced her childish fears. Other 
programs to follow will tell the 
stories of families with marital 
troubles, strained relationships 
between elderly people and the 
younger family, an aggressive 
younger child in conflict with par- 
ental authority, families in debt 
and facing job problems, families 
vainly searching for happiness. 

Mrs. Catherine S. Holden^Exe- 
cutive of Family Service Bureau 
in Newton reported that the 
'"Family Closeup” series will pre- 
sent the problems of American 
families as they are, without 
judgement or preachment, with 
emphasis on the root cause of 
conflict. 

"We hope this series will help 
many people in Newton to under- 
stand that their family problems 
are not singular — but are shared 
by many others, that the help 
of skilled family counsellors is j 
provided by the citizens of this 
community for many who have 
not previously knowu where to 
turn and that the seeking of such 
help is in itself an assertion of 
strength rather than weakness. 
As with many crippling illnesses, 
the tensions and strains in family 
relationships can be prevented 
from having their worst effect if 
people understand the importance 
to themselves and their families 
of taking preventive action in 
time.” 

As a Red Feather Service of 
the Newton Community Chest, 
the counselling help at the Family 
Service Bureau of Newton, Inc. 
is available to all without cost 
or on a fee basis, and regardless 
of race, color, creed or income.

Weekly Incidence of 
Polio Remains Same 

— o — 

Halting its upward trend, the 
weeKly incidence of polio cases in 
Massachusetts has remained at 
the sapie level the past three 
weeks, the State Department of 
Public Health reports. 

A total of 194 cases was re- 
ported for the week ending Sept. 

2 bringing the total thus far this 
year to 931 cases. During the 
weeks ending Aug. 19 and Aug. 

: 26, respectively, totals of 189 and 
194 cases werereported. 

Dr. John C. Ayres, assistant di- 
rector of the division of communi- 
cable diseases, declined to com- 
ment on whether the poiio peak 
had been reached, but indicated 
that next week may prove deci- 
sive in predicting the trend of 
polio during the remainder of the 
current year. 

Reassuring parent that chil- 
dren should be allowed to go 
swimming over the holiday week- 
end, Dr. Ayres said: 

"There has never beer a case 
ccorded of polio being contracted 
from bathing wavers. The im- 
portant thing is to avoid chilling 
and excessive fatigue. 

"Polio is a menace at bathing 
beaches only through the close 
proximity of bathers who flock 
together in crowded areas. 

"However, the contact in such 
crowds is less intimate than in 
subways, theatres, stores and oth- 
er spots.”

Damon and Pythias never sold 
newspapers nor was one of them 
crippled by polio like 14-year-old 
Walther Berthiaume, Jr., but the 
loyalty and friendship of his pal, 
13-year-old Carl Johnson parallels 
that of the immortal Greek 
friends. 

Walter and Carl both live on 
Thatcher street, in Hyde Park, 
Mass., where they have news- 
paper routes. They had always 
been close friends and business 
rivals. Throughout the summer 
freckled-faced Carl and surly, 
black-headed Walter tried to out- 
do each 6ther in the newspaper 
delivery business. Handsome, 
athletic Walter gained a slight 
edge on his younger friend. 

But, one month ago today 
Walter was stricken with infan- 
tile paralysis while delivering his 
last morning newspaper. The 
strong, sturdy egs which carried 
him up and down stairs and over 
backyard fences on his newspaper 
route were suddenly sapped of 
their power. The strong arms 
that scored a homer and two 
singles the day before hung 
limply by his sides. 

Walter was a very sick young- 
ster when they brought him to 
the Boston Children's Hospital 
from the home of his grand- 
mother. Mrs. Elizabeth Eagan of 
22 Thatcher street, Hyde Park, 
with whom he lives. 

Things looked pretty black for 
the hard - working, ambitious 
youngster. He had made “big 
plans” for Grandma Eagan and 
himself when his newspaper "got 
really rolling.” He also had big 
plans at school this fall. 

Smiling courageously Walter 
told doctors at the hospital that 
he had to get well "real soon.” 

"I have newspaper business to 
attend to and I want to setup a 
baby-sitting service this winter. 
Grandma needs my help. And 
what’s more I wanna see Ted 
Williams and the Red Sox beat 
the daylights out of the Yanks.” 
Walter said. 

But what Walter didn’t know 
was the fact that his buddy and 
rival Carl Johnson, the so»» of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Johnson of 30 
Thatcher street, had taken over 
Walter’s newspaper route fo him. 
At the same time, Carl setup a 
one-man campaign on his r->ute to 
raise funds for his polio-stricken

Spruced up ip his Sunday suit 
with his hair neatly slicked back, 
freckled-faced Carl walked into 
the Children’s Hospital yesterday 
with his newspapers under one 
arm and a large bundle in the 
other. He told hospital officials 
that he wanted to see his buddy, 
Walter Berthiaume in Ward 9. 

Carl strode up to Walter’s bed 
and said, “Hi, Walt. I got a 
little present for you.” 

When Carl unwrapped his 
bundle, Walter gazed unbeliev- 
ingly at the large glass bowl 
stuffed with bills and coins of all 
denominations. He looked up at 
Carl and grinned. 

“Folks around home think a lot 
of you, Walt,” said Carl. "They 
well. If it ain’t enough, I’ll get 
well. It it ain’t enough, I’ll get 
some more.” 

Nurse Katherine Edgelow of 
Springfield, Mass., who witnessed 
the presentation, reported that 
Walter was flabbergasted. 

"Tears appeared In his eyes, 
but big boys don’t cry,” she said. 

Once their, embarrassment 
waned the two youngsters talked 
a blue streak about "cabhages 
and kings” and all those things 
dear to thfJheartof boys. Tidbits 
of home-town gossip tumbled 
over the ward mingling with 
astute comments from nearby 
polio patients. 

Taking a deep breath, Carl 
came up with the big pitch. 

“When are you coming home, 
Walt?” 

“Soont I hope,” the sick boy 
replied. “Soon as my legs get 
better.” 

"How long does that take, 
Walt?” 

That’s the $64 question in the 
life of young Walter Berthiaume, 
Jr. Most of the paralysis has 
disappeared except in his legs. 
Only time and expert medical 
care and treatment will answer 
Carl’s question. 

"Never mind how long It 
takes,” Carl said, "You’ve got 
yourself a partner. Shake, Bud.” 

Carl left the bedside of his 
friend quickly— because big boys 
don’t cry. 

What neither boy knows is the 
fact that Walter Berthiaume s bill 
at the Children’s Hospital is be- 
ing paid by the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, 
Suffolk County Chapter.

In City Stressed

Inspired by the attendance at 
the Newton twilight league base- 
ball banquet that he has sup- 
ported for twenty years, Harry 
Gath, Jr„ candidate for aider- 
man from Ward 2 for this year’s 
city election, "sounded off’’ when 
4ie met with his committee at 
his home 600 California St., New- 
tonville, this week. 

Emphasizing the need of an 
expansion of the recreational 
program in Newton because of 
the increasing growth of the 
city in new home owners as well 
as playground facilities serving 
the younger element throughout 
the city, particularly at Cabot 
Park and the new Albermarle 
playground, two of the largest 
areas in the city located in Ward 
2, Mr. Gath said, “The assembly 
of Newton citizens at this sports 
night feature, sponsored by our 
j own city controlled recreation 
1 department should give ample 
proof that the sports program 
in Newton needs immediate ex- 
i pansion. As one who has been 
i interested in this activity for 20 
years I feel fully qualified to 
speak my mind regarding such 
expansion. 

“Cabot and Albermarle play- 
grounds are the two largest in 
the city, both located in Ward 2. 
They serve both youngsters and 
adults alike as Newton families 
who want ’to play’ at whatever 
sport or recreation they desire 
even if it is only parking on 
benches to enjoy the fresh air 
allowed them. These wide open 
fresh air areas serve mothers 
and ‘baby sitters’ who are push- 
ing baby carriages. 

“Certainly, Mayor Lockwood 
and all the city fathers and state 
legislators who attended must 
have been impressed with the 
interest Newton citizens and 
young-folk have in this one activ- 
ity city-wide baseball but there 
are thousands of youngsters who 
do not play baseball, particularly 
the female gender. As I told the 
Newton League of Women Voters 
my most important platform as 
a candidate for alderman from 
Ward 2 is the building of a swim- 
ming and wading pool at Alber- 
marle playground. I notice that 
recreation commissioner Johnson 
is going to investigate the situ- 
ation in New Orleans while there 
at convention. Naturally, New 
Orleans built below the Missis- 
sippi iver level had a far different 
situation to solve than Newton 
with its Charles River polluted 
beaches. I asked once and I ask 
again that Mayor Lockwood 
assign the proper representatives 
to visit the areas of the Charles 
River and the Merrimac to es- 
tablish facts that apply to New- 
ton for such a development. 

“Further, as I told the League 
of Women Voters the recreation 
.commission itself has registered 
complant about the convenience 
station facilities at the play- 
grounds to protect the health 
of youngsters and oldsters alike. 
Definitely, in W’ard 2 at the two 
largest playgrounds in the city 
this need is immediate. As your 
alderman from W r ard 2 i also 
propose an increase in expendi- 
tures for the purchase of play- 
ground paraphernalia and equip- 
ment. Why should Newton have 
to depend upon private interests 
to make donations for such pur- 
poses? In addition, if the so- 
called recreation development of 
Newton’s youth were sincere in 
their attendance at the baseball 
banquet and knew the playing 
conditions of the various ball 
fields they would know that addi- 
tional maintenance crews are 
needed to improve the Cabot 
Park while Albermarle has hard- 
ly been grounded sufficiently well 
for such games. My appeal is to 
the citizens of Ward 2 to register 
their interest in the Newton 
sports and lecreational program 
Tuesday, November 8 by electing 
me to the board of Aldermen.”

Janse Steps up Campaign 
Following Filing of Papers 

With the filing of his nomina- , 
tion papers for Mayor of Newton. 

John A. Janse, 26 Greenwood 
avenue, Newton Centre, “stepped 
off” city hall steps with a pos- 
itive declaration that he would 
take and give no quarter between 
now and election day, Tuesday, 

November 8, in exposing the so- 
called “every pledge kept” pro- 
gram of his opponent, Mayor 
Theodore R. Lockwood. 

Answering Mayor Lockwood’s 
public statement of last week, Mr. 

Janse said. “The combination of 
a forgettable memory and false 
claims is hard to beat but in my 
opinion the ‘free thinking’ citizens 
of Newton cannot be bamboozled, 
hooodwinked or kidded that 
Mayor Lockwood’s ‘every pledge 
kept’ is true. Hts public statement 
would give an unthinking tax- 
payer or rent payer that he was 
the first citizen of Newton just as 
| if other capable citizens of New- 
ton had never occupied the front 
office at city hall. False gods 
also perform like marionettes con- 
trolled by strings, political I 
mean, and like Charlie McCarthy 
they speak when they are spoken 
to. That kind of ventriloquism 
wifi not happen during my ad- 
ministration. To date I have ad- 
vised my *49ers” organization 
that I have made no promises to 
anyperson. Nobody is dictating 
to me and I will not be dictated 
to. 

“So Mayor Lockwood chose to 
adopt the slogan ‘every pledge 
kept.’

Asks Citizens

In a joint statement, Mayor 
Theodore R. Lockwood and Police 
Chief Philip Purcell, local chair- 
man of the Massachusetts May- 
or’s current coin box campaign, 
to aid in the development of the 
Children’s Medical Center, re- 
quested that all citizeps “con- 
tribute generously to the humani- 
tarian cause.” 

Pointing out that the coin box 
campaign was designed to “help 
speed the day when childhood 
diseases would be conquered," 
the statement continued: 

This universally acclaimed hos- 
pital, for 60 years, has filled the 
role of “emergency ward” for 
children everywhere. Race, creed 
or color means nothing to* the 
renowned doctors who pool their 
knowledge and skills that children 
may live. All their interests are 
centered in the sick child.- 
‘After eight decades of service, 
the hospital now turns sick chil- 
dren away. They must wait 
weeks or months for the special- 
ized care that cannot be obtained 
anywhere else in the whole world. 

"As these demands grow, the 
need for the Children’s Medical 
Center no longer is just import- 
and — it is urgent! And not 
merely in Boston — but in Mass- 
achusetts, New England, the na- 
tion, and the world. 

‘Prevention, control, and care 
of disease through scientific re- 
search, besides observation, and 
the teaching of doctors, nurses 
and others are the primary aims 
of the Children’s Medical Center. 

‘Great medical contributions 
will come of this undertaking — 
even greater than the invention 
of the iron lung . . . more start- 
ling than arresting leukemia by 
chemical means . . . more revolu- 
tionary than the surgical heart 
techniques . . . and more and 
more of the diagnostic techniques 
and surgical treatments which 
sets a world pattern ’for the sal- 
vage cf children’s lives. 

"Children’s Hospital, recognized 
since 1931 as the only general 
hospital for children in the 
United States, must have the new 
Children's Medical Center to keep 
faith with children here and ev- 
erywhere. 

“Whereever you see a coin box, 
a replica of the Children’s Med- 
ical Center, drop in some change. 
Your kindness will provide spec- 
ialized medical attention for some 
unfortunate child.”

Many workers in this area are 
losing money because they do 
not know that they can receive 
old-age and survivors insurance 
and unemployment compensa- 
tion at the same time, James T. 
Phelan, manager of the Cam- 
bridge office of the Social Se- 
curity Administration, said to- 
day. 

They are waiting until they 
exhaust their unemployment 
compensation benefits before fil- 
ing for their old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance payments. In 
many oases, this takes consider- 
able time, and, as old-age and 
survivors insurance claims can 
only be retroactive for three 
months, they suffer a loss of 
payments for all these months 
from the time they stopped 
working up to three months be- 
fore they file. 

In Massachusetts, unemploy- 
ment compensation benefits are 
paid to an individual regardless 
of whether he is receiving social 
security payments for the same 
period. It is therefore to the ad- 
vantage of the worker to con- 
tact his nearest social security 
field office immediately upon 
termination of his employment. 

The difference between these 
two programs is not very well 
understood, Mr. Phelan stated. 
Unemployment compensation is 
designed to furnish a weekly in- 
come to wage earners while they 
are temporarily without work. 
The program is administered by 
the State. Old-Age and Survivors 
Insurance is a Federal insurance 
system to provide benefits for 
i Insured workers after they reach 
age 65, and for widows and child- 
ren of insured workers who die. 
The plan makes it possible for 
a worker through hia social se- 
curity tax, to lay away, every 
payday, a little bit of his pay 
uguinst the time when he is 
too old to work, or for the sup- 
port of dependents in case of 
his death.

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Many a little trick takes the 
glimness out of regular house 
cleaning. For example, frequent 
dusting of fabric lampshades 
with dough-type wallpaper clean 
er will prolong their fresh, new 
look. Knead the cleaner smooth, 
use it lightly, same as you would 
on walls. 

Dust walls often with a regu- 
lar wall duster or a feather 
duster, never a mop or a cloth 
which will have streaks. 

A clean dust cloth and wall- 
paper cleaner will keep your 
window shades bright. Remove 
smal spots or finger prints with 
an art gum eraser. If the shades 
are guaranteed washable, damp- 
en the cloth, then wipe from 
left to right with a mild clean- 
ing solution. Work fast and 
hang the unrolled shade up to 
dry. 

Take particular care to dust 
in back of, under and inside ra- 
diators. Most of the dirt on 
walls comes from neglect of 
these important places. Use the 
blower attachment of your va- 
cuum cleaner if you have one. 

Hot air registers should be 
cleaned once a week when the 
heat is on. Spread dry paper 
on the floor, cover with damp 
papers, set the grating on them 
and brush clean or use the suc- 
tion attachment of your cleaner. 

The wood box for a fireplace 
should be cleaned and inspected 
regularly as a precaution against 
insects which might decide to 
settle down and raise a family.

I’d like to make aprons of 
plastic. What kind ot needle is 
best? Is there anything special 
I should know about plastic or 
can it be handled like cotton?

According to a l^nflet given 
out by one of the downtown sew- 
ing centers, a fine needle, prefer- 
ably No. 11, should be used for 
plastic. The leaflet further ad- 
vises that ordinary cotton thread 
may cut the film, so mercerized 
thread is better. Adjust the ma- 
chine for light tension and set the 
stitch regulator for a long stitch. 
We’ll tell you where to get one 
of these leaflets on sewing plastic 
if you care to call.

Soaking the prepared water 
melon rind in limewaier an hour 
or so will make it firm. The 
proportions for 4 pounds of pre- 
pared rind would be tablespoon 
lime (calcium oxide) in 2 quarts 
of cold water. After soaking, 
drain the rind and cook in clear 
water This step may be omitted 
if vou’re not particulany con- 
cerned about the texturt of the 
pickles.

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BOTH SIDES IN STADIUM 
CONTROVERSY PRESENTED 


In order that both sides of the | 
issue may be clearly understood. 
The Graphic presents the letter 
of the School Committee setting 
forth its reasons for its refusal 
to permit this use of the high 
school stadum for football games 
of Our Lady’s High School, as 
well as the answer of Our Lady’s 
Athletic Association to that letter. 

Following is the letter of the 
Newton School Committee: 

“We want you to know that we 
were unable to come to a decision 
at our special July meeting be- 
cause of the pressure of unex- 
pected, and extremely important, 
other business involving our ad- 
ministrative staff, and because 
certan pertinent information 
which we had requested was not 
yet forthcoming at that time, al- 
though, before the commttee ad- 
journed at 1:50 a.m., four solid 
hours of discussion were devoted 
to your petition. 

“Since then, due to vacation 
schedule, tonight has been the 
earliest date on which we have 
been able to assemble a quorum, 
and its lateness is not the result 
of any desire on our part to put 
you off. 

"We -are now in receipt of an 
opinion from the City Solicitor 
that nothing in the deed to the 
stadium field appears to limit the 
discretion of the School Commit- 
tee in decidng on its usage by 
groups outside the High School. 

“We have also questioned the | 
Commissioner of Recreation and 


the heads of our own Department 
of Physical Education at length 
in order to help us come to an in- 
telligent and fair decision and to 
set forth our position as clearly 
as possible. 

“In the first place, we appre- 
ciate the fact that you face many 
problems in developing an ade- 
quate athletic program at Our 
Lady’s High School. As you will 
remember, we made the Bigelow 
Junor High gymnasium available 
to you for league basketball 
games in 1945 and 1946, when 
you had no facilities of your own. 
We also granted you the use of { 
the stadium track when such use 
did not interfere with the pro- 
gram of the High School track ' 
team. 

“We do not feel, therefore, that 
we can be charged with any lack 
of sympathy when we state that 
the High School stadium field 
presents an entirely different sit- 
uation. Its surface consists not 
of inanimate wood or cinders, 
but of living turf which can be 
subjected only to a limited am- 
ount of use if it is to continue to 
be serviceable. 

"The Commissioner of Recrea- 1 
tion, as you know, is charged with 
the maintenance of the stadium 
field. He sets as the maximum 
use the playing surface will stand , 
under present maintenance con- 
ditions, an average of one game 
a week, plus practice sessions for

“The masses of people are 
starving for want of relgious ; 
knowledge and inspiration,” the | 
ev. Dr. Albert Buckner Coe, pres- 
ident of the Massachusetts Con- 
gregational Conference of exactly 
60 churches, said Wednesday. \

vocation exercises at the Andover 
Newton Theological School chap- 
el on the school campus at New- 
ton Centre, Dr. Coe stated in 
j part:

the varsity on the days before 
games are played. As long as 
suen'an average is complied with, 
the actual dates of such uses are 
not important, except that when 
two home games have to be play- 
ed in one week, he is strongly of 
the opinion that there must be 
at least one day rest for the field 
between games. 

“If favorable weather condi- 
tions make it apparent that the 
condition of the field will stand 
additional games or uses not al- 
ready scheduled, the Department 
of Physical Education Informs 
us that it stands ready at all 
times to field teams from the reg- 
ular High Schpol squads who 
have been restrained from use of 
this playing field and are required 
to use facilities less satisfactory 
in nature. 

“The High School Physical Ed- 
ucation Department and tfre Rec- 
reation Commissioner concurr in 
the belief that the restriction 
which the High School now places 
on its own use of the stadium 
field is in the best interests of 
the varsity schedule and the main- 
tenance of reasonably satisfac- 
tory playing' conditions through- 
out the season. If the High School 
did not restrict its own use of 
the field, the large number of 
desirable activities to which the 
field would be put by the various 
High School squads and Physical 
Education classes would soon re- 
duce the field to a useless condi- 
tion. 

‘‘It is perfectly true that the 
School Committee granted the 
use of the field to the United Vet- 
erans Organizations of the City 
for a single game to be played 
for charitable purposes, with the 
further understanding that these 
organizations would clean and re- 
store to their original condition 
the field and premises after such 
use. Because of the City’s obliga- 
tion to the veterans and other spe 
cial considerations involved, we 
do not feel that this use in any 
way constitutes a precedent. 

‘•It is the considered opinion 
of a majority of the School Com- 
mittee, therefore, that any fur- 
ther use of the stadium, partic- 
ularly in the nature of scheduled 
and probably recurring activity, 
cannot but operate to the detri- 
ment of the High Schiol’s athletic 
and physical education program. 
I regret to have to inform you 
that this opinion was reflected by 
a majority vote of the School 
Committee that your petition be 
dened.” 

The purpose of Our Lady’s 
Athletic Association is to prom- 
ote and encourage the athletic 
activities at Our Lady’s High 
School, a school that is a mem- 
ber oS the Massachusetts Sec- 
ondary School Principal's Associ- 
ation and National Association. 
We have followed the normal pat- 
tern in presenting our petition 
for the use of Dickinson Stadium 
by Our Lady’s High School. The 
authority for granting such a re- 
quest rests with the Newton 
School Committee. We hope, 
thereby, to better clarify our po- 
sition by analyzing the statement 
issued by their committee to our 
representatives on August 31 
’when our petition was denied. At 
the June meeting of the School 
Committee our application was 
presented. We did this because 
this Committee by issuing a per- 
mit for a night football game for 
October 12 had changed their pol- 
icy, given to us September 23, 
1947. On that date, they stated 
in their communication to us 
that “It was further the sense 
of the meeting that all requests 
for the use of the field, from 
whatever sources — be not approv- 
ed during the football season.” 

We are happy to know that 
the School Committee has receiv- 
ed an opinion from the City Soli- 
citor stating “that nothing in the 
deed to thestadium field appears 
to limit the discreion of the 
School Committee in deciding on 
its usage by groups outside the 
High School.” 

During the past two years our 
association has been very con- 
scious of the problems that must 
bemet to develop an adequate 
athletic program. We appreciate 
theirsympathy for us in this mat- 
ter. We appreciate, also, the priv- 
ileges granted us in the past. 
This same fine cooperation has 
always been manifested by Our 
Lary’s School in all their dealings 
with the Newton School authori- 
ties. This, the Superintendent of 
Newton Schools has stated. 


We do feel now, as Father 
Doherty, our pastor, did two 
years ago, when on the occasion 
of our public hearing, he said, 
"Nothing would better cement 
the friendly feelingthat existed 
between the 11,000 people in his 
parish and the rest of the city 
than the granting of the petition.” 
Hcalso pointed out “that Our; 
Lady’s School has 1000 pupils, 
which would cost the city approx- 
imately $140. for each child.” 
There are now 1.100 children in 
our school and the gross cost of 
operating the Newton Public 
Schools is $227.06 per pupil, ac- 
cording to the latest report of 
the School Department. This 
means a saving for the City of 
Newton $249,766. per year, or a 
saving of approximately two or 
three dollars per year on the 
taxes of every taxpayer. In this 
matter we are dealing not with 
inanimate wood or cinders, nor 
j w >th living turf, but with living 
I souls— whose parents also are 
| taxpayers of our 6ity. The neigh- 
boring communities of Waltham, 
Watertown, Brookline, and Bos- 
ton grant thesame privilege we 
seek to all recognized schools un- 
der their jurisdiction with an or- 
ganized athletic program and ap- 
proved by the Massachusetts 
Secondary School Principal’s As- 
sociation. 

The School Committee states 
“the High School Stadium can be 
subjected only to a limited 
amount of use if it is to be ser- 
vicable.” This is especially true 
if they consider the stadium field 
a football field. During the foot- 
ball season constant daily prac- 
tices by the varsity or any of 
their football squads or Physical 
Education Classes could not be 
permitted. 

We understand and appreciate 
the position of the Commissioner 
of Recreation. His department 
acts only after the School Com- 
mittee issues a permit for the 
use of the stadium field, as in 
the case of the United Veterans 
Organization. Then it' is that the 
Recreation Department must 
maintain and care for the field. 
However, when the Commissioner 
sets, “as the maximum use of 
the playing surface will stand 
under present maintenance con- 
ditions, an average of one game 
a week, etc.” we are prompted to 
inquire and learn what is the 
1 present maintenance budget of 
I this department? Newton High 
| School football schedule for this 
: year lists four home games. 
What further maintenance would 
be needed if the use of the field 
was granted to Our Lady's High 
! School on Saturdays when New- 
' ton High School plays away from 
home? How much wuld this cost? 
Since the Commissioner is speak- 
ing ofthe maximum use of the 
field “under present maintenance 
conditions”, it appears to us, that 
the maximum use of the field 
could be increased, if the Recrea- 
tion Department’s budget war- 
rants it. 

Before we applied for the sta- 
dium field, the Secretary of the 
School Committee informed us 
that besides the Varsity games, 
the Junior Varsity and Inter- 
mediates would play “an average 
of one game a week.” Up to two 
years ago, these squads were re- 
strained from using the field for 
their games. This condition no 
longer exists. Any “other uses 
not already scheduled” which the 
Department of Physical Educa- 
tion desires should be consid- 
ered during the football season 
of approximately two months, 
in the light of the Stadium Field 
as a football field and “in the 
best interests of the varsity 
schedule.” “Other desirable ac- 
tivities” by the High School and 
Physical Education Department 
would also depend, as the Com- 
mittee states, on "the mainten- 
ance of reasonably satisfactory 
playing conditions throughout 
the season.” Brookline High 
School now realizes this. They no 
longer permit their squads to 
practice on the field where they 
play their games. This was the 
reason why. two years ago, they 
requested their game with New- 
ton High School to be changed 
from Brookline to Newton. It 
was the constant digging up of 
their playing field by football 
cleats at daily practices that re- 
duced their field to ^useless con- 
dition. 

We definitely approve the 
United Veterans Organizations 
of the city using the Stadium 
Field for the splendid purpose 
for which they desire it. Our 
request, however, was in before

tlons. This request was refused. 
The School Committee In a com- 
munication to us two years ago' 
already had set a policy for such 
requests. We feel the same pro- 
cedure, thought, and time given 
to our petition should have been 
given to that of the Veterans, 
or any other group requesting 
the use of the Stadium Field. 
We feel .any fair-minded citizen 
would agree to this. The School 
Committee does not refer to its 
policy in its statement. In the 
ilght of its stated policy to us. 
how can they say "we do not 
feel that this use In any way 
constitutes a precedent?” What 
does constitute a precedent? In 
this Instance, they granted a 
permit, knowing that it was 
against their policy. There were 
no postponed meetings before 
the request was granted in order 
to obtain “pertinent informa- 
tion.” And we feel sure, the 
Commissioner of Recreation will 
maintain the field the night of 
October 12. 

The question of cleaning and 
restoring the field and premises 
is a requisite printed on the ap- 
plication blank. The matter “of 
special considerations” is some- 
thing we feel *the School Com- 
mittee could very well give 
thought to in ^.view of Father 
Doherty’s statement and opinion. 

We do not seek the privilege 
of using the Stadium Field to 
the detriment of the High 
Schools’ Athletic and Physical 
Education Program. We seek 
only the privilege which neigh- 
boring communities now grant. 
We feel this could be lone in 
the City of Newton for us, with- 
out interfering with the regular 
school program. We regret that 
the opinion which denied our 
petition was reflected by a ma- 
jority vote of the School, Com- 
mittee, in spite of the evidence 
we presented. We had hopes that 
this committee in going against 
their previously stated policy 
had thereby graciously invited 
us to present our application 
this year. We still have hope that 
the School Committee of New- 
ton will change their view-point 
in regard to Our Lady’s request 
and thereby indicate in a tan- 
gible way the good relations be- 
tween Our Lady’s Athletic Asso- 
ciation and the Newton School 
Department.

Mickey’s name is disguised, 
like those of people in other 
families whose stories serve as 
a basis for Family Closeup — but 
the facts are real. A product of 
insecure home Iffe and the slums, 
Mickey and his friend “Fatman”, 
ranged the neighborhood, some- 
times stealing, always bragging, 
always “ducking” the cops, 
afraid of what would happen at 
home. 

His father worked steadily, so 
Mickey had it better than some 
of the other kids but in other 
ways “he didn’t have it so good”. 
His mother loved him but her 
love was unreliable— sometimes 
it resulted in ovenveaning affec- 
tion, other times in brisk rebuke. 
She drank some, disappearing 
for a day or two at a time. 
Mickey’s father loved Mickey 
and his other children, but he 
was a hard man, stern, uncom- 
promising and unable to show 
even mild affection. 

Mickey’s fortunes reach a cli- 
max when Returning from an 
attempt to break into a local 
store, he learned abruptly that 
his mother had been struck by 
a car and killed. In hurt and 
sorrow, Mickey’s father turned 
on the boy and told him his way- 
ward behavior was responsible 
for his mother’s death. 

Absorbing that terror along 
with the secret fear that his 
father will put him “away”, 
Mihkey with his pal “Fatman”, 
grow touyher, do more dariny 
thinbs. His father, doing the best 
he knows how, finds a job nearer 
home, demands obedience and 
attempts to “crack down" on 
Mickey. But as Mickey’s mis- 
deeds become more and more 
flagrant, his father in despera- 
tion decides he will have to 
place the children and seeks the 
help of a family agency. 

The rest of the story is largely 
one of how a family counsellor 
helps Mickey search his emo- 
tions, and uncover his real fears, 
feelings and hopes. A simple 
runninb commentary by the 
counsellor explains the meaniny 
of the boy’s behafior, tells of the 
serpices she is simultaneously 
offering the father and points 
out that, far from being the 
happy ending, it is just the point 
where she can really begin to 
help Mickey, in his first admis- 
sion that he is willing to trust 
her. 

Family Closcup's initial broad- 
cast on September 11 was heard 
over 206 ABC stations. The series 
is designed to give listeners 
some insight into strains and 
conflicts in everyday American 
homes and indicate where pro- 
fessional help is available when 
families are in trouble. 

Variety has called Family 
Closeup an “excellent series, 
radio-wise as well as public ser- 
vice-wise”.

As another step in its program 
of helping employes to do their 
jobs better, the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad is inaugurating for 
supervisory personnel a 10-unit 
correspondence course entitled 
“Be A Better Boss!” 

Prepared under the direction 
of L. W. Horning, Vice President, 
Personnel and Public Relations, 
the course provides hundreds of 
“tips” on what employes expect 
of their supervisors, and what 
supervisors should expect from 
their employes. Likewise in- 
cluded are inspirational quota- 
tions from many prominent peo- 
ple, ranging from Winston 
Churchill to Bernard Baruch, 
and Henry Ford to Charles F. 
Kettering. 

"As the result of a single ad- 
vance announcement that the 
course soon would be ready, 
more than 3,000 Central super- 
visors from all ranks and all 
departments enrolled for this 
entirely voluntary home work,” 
Mr. Horning disclosed. 

“This demonstrates in a very 
tangible way the exceptional in- 
terest that all types of railroad 
supervisors have in further im- 
proving themselves, and their 
relations with both employes and 
the public.” 

Then Central’s supervisors will 
do their back-to-school work by 
mail becau.**? they are scattered 
in innumerable locations along 
the railroad’s 11, 000-mile right- 
of-way in 11 states and two prov- 
inces of Canada. 

The course is divided into 10 
separate sections, each dealing 
in chatty, easy-to-read style with 
a major phase of the railroad 
supervisor’s job. Each unit con- 
cludes with a set of 10 questions, 
to be answered and sent to the 
Central’s Personnel Department 
in New York City. As one set 
of answers is received and 
graded, the next isstallment is 
mailed to the enrollee. 

Upon finishing the ten install- 
ments, with an average of 70 
per cent or more of all questions 
answered correctly, the enrollee 
will receive a card-sized certifi- 
cate, to fit in a billfold or pass 
case, signifying successful com- 
pletion of the study. And to 
help retain the knowledge gained 
from the course, each graduate 
will receive in addition a card 
prepared for his desk top, sum- 
marizing key points. Enrollees 
also will file the units in a bind- 
er which is provided so that the 
course may be used at any fu- 
ture date for reference purposes. 

Most sections begin with an 
interesting true - to - life, story 
about a situation in business life 
involving the right, or wrong, 
kind of supervisory action. From 
the story are drawn a number 
of practical lessons of help to 
anyone concerned with directing 
the efffforts of other employes.

Gath Says Housing 
Shortage is Still 
A "Problem Child”

The housing shortage in New- 
ton is still a “problem child” for 
the city government to solve is 
the opinion of Harry Gath, Jr., 
candidate for alderman from 
Ward 2 as he announced at his 
committee meeting last night at 
his home 600 California St., New- 
tonville. He emphasized that it 
was not alone a Ward 2 prob- 
lem but a city-wide in which all 
members of the board of aider- 
men should be interested. 

He said, “With due credit to 
the building of the Oak Hill vil- 
lage of single houses for vet- 
erans that in no way solves the 
housing shortage in Newton. As 
I wrote the League of Women 
Voters in answer to their ques- 
tionaire I definitely favor a 
change in the zoning laws that 
will allow for multiple housing. 
NNobody less than Albert S. 
Bigelow, chairman of the state 
emergency housing commission 
favored it two years ago. Any- 
body who has driven over West 
Newton hill via Valentine St. 
during the past year must have 
seen the “For Sale” signs on 
ex-Mayor Sinclair Week’s prop- 
erty. Today it is nothing but an 
empty lot. His home was one of 
the landmarks of Newton and 
yet he saw fit to demolish it 
either to save taxes or gain from 
the sale of building lots. Un- 
doubtedly the residents of West 
Newton hill would not favor a 
multiple housing project on that 
property but there are plenty 
of other sections of Newton, yes, 
even landmarks in those areas 
that need remodelling and could 
be easily turned into valuable, 
taxable property by way of mul- 
tiple housing. Every rent payer 
is a taxpayer. Even The New- 
ton Taxpayer’s Association will 
agree to that. 

“I have seen Newton’s popu- 
lation practically double in the 
last quarter of a century. Today 
new homes are being built 
throughout the city but what 
about those “landmarks” too 
large to be fully occupied? 
They’ve either moved out of the 
city, their families /have mar- 
ried off or they tear them down 
like ex-Mayor Weeks. 

"The Newton building zone 
laws should be changed to allow 
for an increased taxable valua- 
tion as well as new residents 
who are anxious to live in the 
Garden City. Such a program 
does not establish an apartment 
house set-up such as Brookline 
but allows for the use of much 
property to be converted into so- 
called multiple housing to be 
within the means of those fam- 
ilies who like Newton for its ed- 
ucational system, praise worthy 
throughout the nation. As a 
property owner in Wards 1, 2 
and 7 I believe I know whereof 
I fepeak. Multiple housing ac-

Child Death Risk 


The safest person tr. the United 
States has moved. 

It used to be that little girl in 
Connecticut — remember? The 
National Safety Council s nomi- 
nee for the mythical safety title 
is still a little girl, but now she 
lives in New Jersey. 

There were 10,731 accidental 
deaths in that age group in 1947 
— thre times more than were 
claimed by pneumonia, the next 
most important cause Oi death. 
And accidents caused 4“ times as 
many deaths as polio. 

The leading cause of accidental 
death to children is m.:tor vehicle 
traffic, the Council said, and for 
that reason, the baok-to-school 
month of September has been 
designated for special emphasis 
of child safety as part of the 
year-round “Operation Safety” 
campaign. 

“Could you stop?” is the ques- 
tion being asked motorists in 
the appeal for child safety. Al- 
though parents, schools and offi- 
cials all have a responsibility in 
the protection of children, the 
final responsibility for their 
safety rests with the individual 
driver, the Council said.

Appeals to Mail 
Users to Employ- 
Correct Address 

— o — 

An Increasing number of de- 
lays in the delivery of mail caused 
by the failure of the public to in- 
clude the house number and 
street address on mail has forced 
the Post Office Department to 
make a nation-wide appeal to the 
public to cooperate in this mat- 
ter. 

Postmaster Francis A. Crowley 
stated that, particularly in the 
smaller cities and in many towns, 
as much as 25 percent of the 
mail is being received for city 
delivery without a house num- 
ber or street name. More and 
More they are depending upon the 
i knowledge of the postal men to 
! assure proper delivery. Postal offl- 
Icials pointed out that, while ev- 
ery effort is being made to de- 
liver such mail where the loca- 
tion of the patron is known, the 
post offices have been forced to 
provide many extra handlings 
and considerably delay the de- 
livery due to the necessity for 
directory service and re-forward- 
ing service. 

Postmaster Crowley pointed 
out that a proper address, from a 
postoffice standpoint, should in- 
clude the name, street and num- 
ber, city or town (delivery zone 
number, if any), and the state. 

In the case of residential de- 
livery, the apartment or suite 
number is helpful, if known. The 
! abbreviated form of address 
which has become so common and 
which the postoffice is now at- 
tempting to curb is definitely 
contrary to postal regulations and 
is adding heavily to the cost of 
postal operations, not to speak of 
delayed service.

Files to Recome

The Newton Savings Bank has 
filed application with the Federal 
Home Loan Bank of Boston to 
become a member of the Home 
Loan Bank system, it has been 
announced by Benjamin F. Louis, 
Treasurer of the bank. 

In compiling the figures neces- 
sary to complete the application 
Mr. Lewis discovered that the 
bank had made 376 new mort- 
gage loans during the past year 
for a total of $3,431,561.41. Of 
this total 149 were G. I. home 
loans made to veterans totalling 
$1,210,048. Ths bank now has 
over 1,700 mortgage loans 
amounting to almost ten and a 
half million dollars. The bulk of 
these loans are in Newton, Need- 
ham and Wellesley where the 
bank maintains three offices for 
the convenience of its depositors 
and borrowers.

ities have not only increased in 
volume, but also in unit costs, 
the latter in recent years being 
due to the war and the general 
increase in the levels of all costs. 
For example, all expenditures in 
1949 approached $10,000,000., 
which represented an increase of 
90 per cent over all expenditures 
in 1939. If figured on the level 
of 1939 costs, 1949 expenditures 
would have increased only 16 per 
cent over 1939 expenditures. 

Buildings erected for $1,750,000 
in 1938 would have cost $4,000,000 
in 1948. As to materials, one 
could buy in 1938 for $330. what 
cost $1,000. in 1948/ 

In discussing costs he quickly 
described how expenditures had 
been curtailed in the 1930’s in 
days of extreme economy, while 
streets, buildings and equipment 
ran down. Later, in the war 
years, a shortage of materials 
and man power existed. Then 
after the war, when everyone 
wanted everything, increased 
prices of labor and materials 
raised expenses. All connected 
with the city government know 
these facts. 

Taxes have increased because 
more dollars have been needed 
and no new sources of revenue 
other than real estate appeared. 
The division of taxes upon all 
the citizenship nationally is: Fed- 
eral Taxes 76 per cent, State 
Taxes 11 per cent, Municipal 
Taxes 13 per cent. 

Referring to planning and op- 
erations, the Mayor indicated 
that exhaustive studies were 
made by him, the Treasurer, 
Comptroller, Assessors and Di- 
rector of Public Works. Following 
these were studies by the Long 
Range Planning Board. Next, the 
long range planning and build- 
ing outlay were discussed with 
members of the Bankers’ Associ- 
ation and then with the Directors 
of the Taxpayers’ Association. 

Following these reviews the 
problems were studied by Fin- 
ance Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen and then reviewed and 
voted by the entire Board. 

Many expenditures listed in the 
1949 budget were beyond the 
control of the Mayor and Board 
of Aldermen. These included: 
Increase in School costs $271,000. 
Increase in Welfare costs $135,- 
000. Increase in Pensions $46,000. 
M. T. A. Deficit $74,000. Increase 
in Fire Department costs $219,- 
000. all of which, with the cut by 
the Legislature in the distribu- 
tion of Income and Corporation 
Taxes to Newton amounting to 
$257.00.. totalled over $1,000,000. 
None of these items could be 
reduced. 

The cost of automobiles was up 
136 percent, trucks up 128 per- 
cent, gasoline up 75 percent, as- 
phalt up 81 percent, cement by 
truckload up 85 percent, fire hose

up 146 percent, and so on. 

While State taxes between 1933 
and 1948 advanced 543 percent, 
and Federal taxes were up 1825 
percent, local taxes had advanced 
only 23 percent, nationally. 

As to who controls costs and 
expenditures, the Mayor pointed 
out that the 23 department heads 
and 14 boards, together with a 
mayor on full time, and the re- 
view of a board of 21 aldermen, 
operate to that end. Such a city 
organization invites comparison 
with any others. 

Critics who are not well ground- 
ed economists and students of 
municipal finance will recognize 
the necessity of intimate knowl- 
edge of complex figures. It is not 
possible for a mayor to hire such 
thinking to be done for him. Only 
proper training and experience 
fit one to understand the figures 
and judge what course to ap- 
prove or to lead. 

Speaking on the point of the 
city’s debt, attention was called 
to the debt figures of $5,824,000 
in 1900 compared to $8,097,000. in 
1949, a gain of 39 percent, against 
an increase in population of 250 
percent, and in valuation of 350 
percent. 

The per capita valuation rose 
from $1716. in 1900 to $2370. in 
1949 — 38 percent. The per capita 
debt was reduced from $173. to 
$98.— a drop of 43 percent. 

Speaking of the element of la- 
bor costs, the Mayor pointed out 
that individual wages had risen 
from $500. per year to $3,000. per 
I year, which is six times the pay. 
jfor instance, in 1909, and yet the 
{greatly increased services of the 
jcity are handled with 57 percent 
‘less employees. All this adds up 
jand is reflected in the favorable 
tax rate enjoyed by the citizens 
; of Newton. 

| “In a study of tax rates from 
;1924 to date,” the Mayor stated, 
“it is interesting to note that 
j from 1924 to 1929 the average tax 
jrate of Newton was $3.36 per $1,- 
000. lower than the average of the 
39 cites in the State.” 

“From 1930 to 1939 the average 
tax rate of Newton was $8.44 per 
$1,000. less than the average of 
the 39 cities.” 

“From 1940 to 1947, the average 
tax rate of Newton was $9.96 less 
per $1,000. than the average of 
the 39 cities.” 

’But in the years 1948 and 1949 
the average tax rate of Newton 
was $11.85 per $1,000. lower than 
the average of the 39 cities.” 

“Now it is apparent that any- 
thing is good or bad only by com- 
parison and when you follow this 
improvement from $3.36 lower in 
the 20’s to $8.44 in the 30 s to 
$9.96 in the 40’s, and wind up 
with an $11.85 lower tax rate per 
$1,000. in Newton than the aver- 
age of the 39 cities in the State, 
the figures speak conclusively as 
to serving the taxpayers’ inter- 
ests with a progressively lower 
tax cost than elsewhere in spite 
of highly increased general costs." 

Mayor Lockwood called atten-

240 for the kindergarten ,and 
grades up to and through the 
sixth grade. The structure was 
built as an eight room school 
building with space for a library. 
For some years now the library 
ha been converted to a class 
room and even with this addi- 
tional space which would in- 
crease the potential enrolln^ent 
to 270 boys and girls— the school 
now has 430 attending these 
grades. As a result, 72 members 
of the fifth and sixth grades are 
daily bussed to the Angier 
School in Waban and Weeks Jr. 
High School — with the prospect 
of one of the two sections of the 
fourth grade having to leave 
Oak Hill School before the end 
o this year! 

The Association has on more 
than one occasion urged the im- 
mediate erection of the Spauld- 
ing School on Brookline street, 
because it could be built quickly, 
inexpensively and would relieve 
th: pressure on the Oak Hill 
School. Besides it would serve a 
rapidly growing area (Fox 
Meadows) and was unanimously 
recommended by the School 
Committee. Because of the limi- 
tation of funds for the construc- 
tion of schools occasioned by the 
sc’iool now being undertaken in 
the Oak Hill Park, the Spauld- 
ing School has had to wait, and 
those who know the situation 
still feel that this School must 
be given precedence to relieve 
the most serious congestion in 
any school in the city. The Oak 
Hill District Improvement Asso- 
ciation is to exert its strength 
in making this need felt by the 
city authorities and action taken 
to avert a crisis. 

It is also sympathetic in the 
need of the Oak Hill School in 
the immediate completion of the 
surfacing of the playground, 
which for two years now has 
needed only loam to make the 
area suitable for use by, the 
crowded school. The extended 
playground has long since been 
leveled with fill, and has now 
started a crop of foot tall weeds. 
The Playground Commissioner, 
Physical Educational Director 
for the City, the Oak Hill PTA 
and other school authorities have 
all agreed the city should com- 
plete this job and make it avail- 
able as it is so urgently needed, 
j The Association will do what it 
{ can to press for the completion 
of this unfinished job.

The Directors were gravely 
concerned with the invasion of 
dwellings architectually incon- 
gruous that radically changed 
the character of the district and 
in some instances actually threat- 
ened the harmonious spirit of 
the community and property 
values. They have discovered 
that if the zoning laws, building 
codes, etc. are observed a builder 
or owner can erect the wildest 
kind of a structure, without re- 
gard to taste, value or homogen- 
eous quality. It is believed that 
the Planning Board of the City 
should be given the power to 
^call a public hearing, where is 
**their opinion, use of land or the 
character of construction planned 
vears from the usual; with the 
Aldermen in authority to solve 
appeals. This would make it pos- 
sible for objectionable innova- 
tions in property exploitation 
md development to be checked 
before serious damage had been 
inflicted on any district that can- 
not be revoked. Property own- 
ers should have some means of 
protecting their investments 
against the intrusion of mongrel 
developments — at least, to the 
right of a public hearing where 
a protest might be aired. The 
Association intends to study ex- 
isting practices in this direction 
by other communities, and to 
offer proposals that may lead to 
the increasing of the powers and 
discretion of the Planning Board.

Colburn, “only fifteen per cent 
of Newton’s quota was reached. 
That is somewhat disappointing. 
But it takes a while to get going 
well, and there Is no reason to 
feel discouraged. I am convinced 
that before the drive ends, our 
community will have done what 
is expected of it. To meet our 
quota means, of course, hard 
work by every one of our volun- 
teer workers; it means that 
'very home in Newton must be 
contacted; and it means a reali- 
zation on the part of all our 
neighbors that the Salvation 
Army is the friend of everybody, 
that it does Immeasurable good 
wherever help is urgently re- 
quired, and that every dollar 
contributed is spent directly for 
human need.” 

In pointing out that contribu- 
tions are wisely and efficiently 
used by the “Army”, Mr. Colburn 
quoted this statement made by 
the chief of one of the nation’s 
largest charitable foundations: 
“More of the contributor’s dollar 
is, in my opinion, expended di- 
rectly in service by the Salva- 
tion Army than in the case of 
any other national charitable 


organization.” 

Mr. Colburn further empha- 
sized the fact that twenty per 
cent of our quota will be used 
in Newton. That amount will be 
administered by a committee of 
local citizens, in cooperation 
with the Salvation Army, to pro- 
vide impoverished Newton fam- 
ilies with medical and dental 
assistance, food, clothing and 
fuel, among other vital necessi- 
ties. The remainder will help 
support and maintain thirty-one 
Salvation Army institutions, 
Corps Centres and service de- 
partments, including the Booth 
Memorial Hospital, Evangeline 
Booth Home for unmarried 
mothers, the Family Service 
Bureau (missing persons), and 
the Wonderland Fresh Air Camp. 

Declaring that there is no 
pressure, whatever, in Newton’s 
fund solicitation, Mr. Colburn 
said: “The essence of Salvation 
Army practice is free-will volun- 
tary giving— not only in helping 
the needy, but also in receiving 
funds which enable it to continue 
such giving. All our workers are 
visiting Newton homes and soli- 
citing contributions in that 
spirit. And I am sure that New- 
ton people will contribute in that 
same spirit — contributing not 
because they feel they should, 
but because they sincerely want 
to have a share in making life 
a bit easier for human beings 
desperately in need.”

West Newton 
Man Given 
Navy Award 

— o — 

In ceremonies held at Ray- 
theon's Waltham plant, the U. 
S. Navy honored Percy L. Spen- 
cer, manager of Raytheon’s pow- 
er tube division. Mr. Spencer 
makes his home at 85 Adcna 
road, West Newton. 

Rear Admiral Hewlett The- 
baud, Commandant of the First 
Naval District, acting for the 
Secretary of the Navy, present- 
ed Mr. Spencer the Distinguish- 
j cd Public Service Award. The 
I award, highest civilian honor it 
is possible for the Secretary of 
the Navy to bestow, was made 
for Spencer’s development of 
the vacuum tube used in prox- 
imity fuses and his simplified 
method of magnetron tube pro- 
duction. 

Early in World War II, Spen- 
cer carried out exacting devel- 
opments of both vacuum tubes 
and magnetrons. It was his sim- 
plified method of manufacture 
which broke the 1942 bottleneck 
in radar production. 

In 1941, Mr. Spencer began 
work on modifying the magne- 
tron tube then in use in Eng- 
land. By the spring of 1942, 
Spencer had developed a lam- 
ination and brazing process 
which eliminated about 100 
hours of precision machine 
work. The new method consist- 
ed of stamping out thin copper 
sheets in the proper shape, and 
after stacking, the sheets were 
brazed to form one solid mass. 

The simplified method enabled 
Raytheon to increase tube pro- 
duction from seventeen a week 
to 2500 a day.
